The Guvernment of India have decided to 
reserve for men jn the Forces a certain percen 
tage of vacancies arising in the various Central 
Services during the years 1946 and 1947 . The 
following regulations govern the recruitment 
to these reserved vacancies. The services for 
which recruitment will be inade are given in 
the annexed schedules. 

1. Candidates must have served in the Armed 
Forces between 3rd September 1939 and 15th 
August 1945 . Candidates with war service 
other than service in the Armed Forces are not 
eligible for this recruitment. 

2 . The numbor of vacancies in each service 
is not known at present and will be announced 
later . 

3 . The scales of pay for the various Services 
will depend on the report of the Pay Commis 
sion . These scales and conditions of service 
( including pension ) will be intimated to selected 
candidates when offers of appointment are 
made . 

4 . Age limits. — Candidates must have attained 
the age of 20 and must not have attained the 
age of 25 on 1st August 1946 i.e., they must 
have been born not earlier than 2nd August 1921 
and not later than Ist August 1926 . These age 
limits will in no case be relaxed except that the 
maximuin age limit will be relaxed by three 
years in favour of Scheduled Caste candidates. 
[ “ Schedulci Custes ” means any of the 
castes mentioned in the Government of India 
(Scheduled Castes ) Order, 1936 ) . No ago 
concession will be allowed either on account of 
war service or to Goverument servants . 

5 . Educational qualifications. The cduction 
tional qualifications required for the various

8 . Physical fitness. - Appointments will be 
riade subject to the usual medical examination 
for physical fitness for the services concerned .

A candidat . 

10 . Any dispute about the interpretation of 
tliese rules will be decided by the Federal 
Public Service Commission whose decision shall 
be final. Any question regarding the seniority , 
fixation of pay, etc ., of a candidate recruited 
under these Regulations will be decided by 
Government ,
